The principal driving route to Tarry town 
House is via the New York State Thruway. 
From the Thruway take Exit 9, marked 
‘^Tarrytown — Route 9”. Turn left on Route 
9 (identified locally as Broadway) and pro- 
ceed approximately one mile to the first 
cross-street, Sunnyside Lane. Turn left up 
East Sunnyside Lane and go about 1,000 
feet to the second driveway on the left, 
where a sign at the gate identifies Tarry- 
town House.

NEW YORK AREA 


Tarrytown House is approximately 20 miles 
north of Times Square — only 40 minutes 
by car from the middle of Manhattan, and 
within one hour of all metropolitan air- 
ports. It overlooks the Hudson River near 
the Tappan Zee Bridge, where Exit 9 of 
the New York State Thruway delivers ex- 
press traffic from all directions to within 
minutes of the estate. Frequent New York 
Central commuter trains carry rail travelers 
to Tarrytown; for air travelers. Wilder 
Transportation Service dispatches limou- 
sines hourly to carry passengers from 
LaGuardia and Kennedy Airports right to 
the door of Tarrytown House.
